“ONLY A BABYLONIAN STORY” 


Rabbi Hirsch So Characterizes First 
Chapter of Genesis and Bids Con- 
gregation Discard It. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 25.—At the Temple of 
Israel last night, Dr. Emil G. Hirsch de- 
clared his absolute disbellef in the first 
chapter of Genesis, and bade his congre- 
gation discard it as an article of faith. 

Religion, biology and astronomy, he de- 
clared, have each given evidence that make 


it impossible to believe that the world was 
created in six days. It is impossible also 
to give serious consideration to the ef- 
forts that have been made to reconcile 
science and religion. 

“All nations,’ said Dr. Hirsch, “have 
their idea of the creation of the world, and 
in every case the creation has been as- 
cribed to their favorite gods.. The world 
has gradually progressed from polytheistic 
to monotheistic ideas and there is no doubt 
that the first chapter of Genesis is simply 
a relation by some Jewish writer of the 
stories told by the Babylonians, which the 
Jews had carried from their captivity in 
Babylon, 600 years before Christ.”’

In order that there may be a general 


third, fourth and sixth charter ameldments 
to be voted for at the coming election, the 
public welfare commission, a non-partisan 
body, has prepared the following statement: 


AMENDMENT NO. 38. 
This amendment authorizes the calling, by 
ordinance, of an election for the purpose or 


electing 13 freeholders, whose duty it shall 
be to frame a new city charter; and, there- 
after, the calling of a second election, at 
which the new charter may be either adopt- 
ed or rejected by’ the voters of the city. 
‘The amendment is justified because it 
merely authorizes the citizens to determine 
for themselves whether they will have a 
new charter or not. 
The present charter, adopted 37 years ago 
to meet the conditions of that an 
wholly unsuited to present needs, and, in 
many respects, ‘tends to obstruct, rather 
than to promote the best municipal service. 


AMENDMENT NO. 4. 
The amendment authorizes the City of 


St. Louls to levy a county tax not to ex- 
ceed 35 cents on the $100 valuation. 

St. Louis, besides being a city, is, in legal 
effect, a county. It has assumed a county 
debt and is bound to perform county func- 
tions. For these reasons the city is en- 
titled to the revenues enjoyed by other 
counties in the state. 

Without this additional revenue the citl- 
zens cannot reasonably expect the best mu- 
nicipal service, present revenues being 
wholly inadequate to meet the necessities 
of tht case. 


AMENDMENT NO. 6. 


The amendment empowers the voters of 


St. Louis to authorize by a two-thirds ma- 
jority the issuance of city bonds to the ex- 
tent of about $8,000,000, in addition to the 
present bonds outstanding. 

The amendment lays no burden on the 
taxpayer. It merely permits the people of 
St. Louis to authorize the borrowing of 
money, if they shall approve the purpose 
for which it is to be borrowed and shall 
be satisfied that the amount proposed js 
the proper amount. 

Without this power it will be impos- 
sible to complete within a reasonable time 
the City Hospital or the City Hall. It 
will be !mpossible to build, necessary 
bridges across the Mill Creek valley, to 
make nroper provision for the insane and 
the indigent, or to provide any great pub- 
lic structures of a permanent value. 

The three amendments in question are 
cesigned to remove obstructions to prog- 
gresc, without imposing any undue burden 
upon taxpayers. They should be supported 
by every good citizen.

Loses Its Suit Against the Wabash. 

In the case of the Phenix Manfifacituring 
Co. of St. Louis vs. the Wabash Railway 
Co., a suit for $1600 in Judge Wood's di- 


vision of the Circuit Court this morning, 
the court held that under the evidence the 
plaintif€ was not entitled to recover, and 
> not allow the case to go to the 
ury. 
The Phenix Manufacturing Co. shipped a 
car load of giant gun powder and ‘dvna- 
mite to Twist Junction; Tex. The bill of 
lading issued by the railway company con- 
tained a provision that It should not be Ita- 
ble for any damage by fire not caused by 
its own negligence. 
While the car was in transit over the 
Fort Worth & Denver City Railway it was 
sidetracked one night in the yards on the 
outskirts of Bowie. During the night a 
ear adjoining caught fire, which commu- 
nicated to the one ladén with explosives. 
The pomeer company eved on the junds 
that the car had been left on a switch re- 
mote from any habitation or fire protec- 
tion, in a neighborhood infested by tramps, 
and where sparks from a locomotive could 
set it ablaze. 
Judge Wood held that the railway com- 
pany had not been negligent in locating the 
car, at a remote spot, public safety de- 
manding such a course. He stated that the 
casual connection between the allegations 
of negligence and injury sustained by the 
plaintiff were not fully established.

DEATH DUE TO DEVOTION 


CONTRACTED TYPHOID FEVER 
NURSING SICK CHILD. 


Medal Awarded Him at Annual Po- 
lice Review Last Tuesday and 
His Death Occurred Sat- 
urday Morning. 


Patrolman Louis C. Rodemich of the 
Third police district, who was awarded a 
decoration for efficient services at the 
annual police review last Tuesday, died at 
his home at 1128 Rutger street at 3 o'clock 
Saturday morning of typhoid fever. 

At the time of the annual parade, when 
the distinction came to him and when the 
silver medal emblematic of bravery, faith- 


fulness and efficiency was publicly an- 
nounced, the policeman was at home strug- 
gling with fever. 

Death Due to 

His Devotion. 

Policeman -Rodemich's last illness was 
the result of the same faithfulness to his 
own family that he displayed in his duty 
to the police department. Eight weeks ago 
one of his two children, a little girl 5 years 
old, contracted typhoid fever. For weeks 
she hovered between life and death. Mrs. 
Rodemich was worn out with nursing and 
watching by the child's bedside, and when 
Policoman Rodemich would reach his home 
at ll o'clock at night, after walking his 
beat all dav, he would relieve his wife 
and wait and watch by the bedside of his 
little one, 

Father and mother divided the weary 
vigils by the side of the little girl, and 


they had the joy of seeing the disease 
conquered. The fever gradually disap- 
peared, and when the crisis was passed 
the child was out of danger. But she 


was s0 weak that the physician said that, 
in order to prevent a relapse, care must 
not be relaxed. 

The rest that he was deprived of at night 
told on the strong physique of Rodemich, 
and a week ago last Wednesday he was 
unable to report for duty. The disease 
that had almost sapped the life of his little 
one had fastened on him. His reserve 
strength had been drawn too heavily upon, 
and when the disease fastened on him it 
made rapid progress. 


Proud of the 

Honor Bestowed. 

He was notified in advance of the honor 
that had come to him through the recom- 
mendation of his captain, William Young: 
Hie was proud to know that in all his dis- 
trict he was the one singled out to be dec- 


orated with the medal of honor. He was 
anxious to take part in the annual review 
and to bein line when the medals were dis- 
pensed. He bore his disappointment brave- 
ly and patiently and struggied to overcome 
the fever that was so rapidly robbing him 
of his strength. 

Last ‘Tuesday Mrs. Rodemich, his wife, 
was stricken with the fever, and she grew 
rapidly worse. From the time that his wife 
was taken ill Rodemich grew steadily 
worse, and the end came early Saturday. 

Mrs. Rodemich’s life is despaired of. She 


has not been told of the result of her hus- 
band’s illness. 
Patrolman Rodemich went on the police 


force on Aug. 1, 1894, when he was 24 years 
old. He was made a full] -patrolman on 
Sept. 10, 1895. His record as a policeman 
is ciean. Not one black mark appears 
against him. He was never before the 
board and no charges were ever filed 
against him. ‘The arrangements for the 
funeral have not been announced.

‘ LONDON, Oct. %.—The Mad Mullah, 
against whom another puNtive expedition 


of British troops is about to be started in 
Somaliland in Northeast Africa, has long 
been an object of suspicion at the war of- 
fice. | 

His soldiers have opposed the department 
of the interior of Somaliland and have con- 
stantly stirred up strife by raiding and 
looting tribes which were under British 
protection. 

Barly last spring he raided tribes within 
18 miles of Burao, and this despite the pres- 
ence of a British garrison, which was pow- 
erless to accomplish anything against the 
Mullah’s rapidly moving force. 

This naturally increased the admiration 
of his followers for him and Col. Swayne’s 
punitive expedition, made up of natives 
under British officers, was started out to 
scatter his forces. This expedition was de- 
feated a few days ago, and, for a time, it 


was feared that it would be annihilated. 


But it reached safety, and all the British 
Wounded are reported to be doing well. 
Gen. Manning arrived at Aden this week 
and at once began to rush trained Indian 
troops to Somaliland. It is expected the 


' Mad Mullah has a force of from 12,000 to 


15,000 men, many of whom are well armed. 

The British cannot promptly put anything 
as large as that in the field, but expect 
to send a brigade of 3000 or 4000 men from 
India, and it is understood that the gov- 
ernment will ask the Negus (Emperor) of 
Abssinia to send a force against the 
fanatics from the West, as he did once be- 
fore. 

If the Negus consents he will send an 
army out under Ras Makonnen, the com- 
mander-in-chief of the Abyssinian army. 

Makonnen came to London for the coro- 
nation, as the representative of the Negus, 
and seemed to be so well pleased with 
Hngland and King Edward’s hospitality 
that it is thought he willingly would head 
a force to help crush the fanatical der- 
vishes.

HONOR DEMANDED ACTION. 


WENT FROM LOUISVILLE TO 
PITTSBURG FOR SATISFACTION. 


Dr. Duncan Decoyed Bruce Head to 
Lonely Spot After Making Friend- 
ly Visit and Shot Him With- 
out Warning. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 24.—The motive 
back of the shooting of Bruce Head by Dr, 
E. A. Duncan of Louisville Tuesday night 
at a construction camp of the new Wabash 
Railroad at Greentree, back of Crofton, 
was explained tonight when Dr. Duncan 
made a statement to Acting Sergeant Hen- 
ry Merritt to the effect that the shooting 


was directly due to the fact that he had 
jutercepted a letter writen by Head to 
his (Duncan's) wife. He says honor de- 
manded his coming to Pittsburg and hav- 
a an accounting with Head. 
ead lies at the oo, and is so badly 

wounded that there is little hope for his 
recovery. Dr. Duncan is in a cell at the 
Central police station. Both the victim 
and his assailant refuse to tell the cause 
of the quarrel that led to the shooting. 
When Dr. Duncan was taken to the station 
house Tuesday night he is alleged to have 
told Officer arry Merritt, who was act- 
ing as night sergeant, that he had inter- 
cepted a letter from Head to Mrs, Dun- 
can. The doctor said that after a con- 
ference with his wife on the subject he 
felt justified in seeking revenge on Head. 

“Any self-respecting man would have 
done the eame thing,’ said the prisoner. 
The shooting was premeditated and de- 
liberate. Dr. Duncan lured his victim from 
the camp toa lonely spot in the road, and 
without a warning shot him down. hen 
he came to the city and gave himself up to 
Officer Edward Pantley. He merely told 
the officer that he had shot a man near 
Greentree, along the Wabash Railroad. The 
officers at the Central Police Station tele- 
phoned to Greentree and learned that Dr. 
Duncan's story was true. 


Duncan Asked 

to See Head. 
Dr. Duncan came to this city Tuesday 
afternoon from Louisville. He went to the 


construction camp of Kenefec & Co., con- 
tractors, at Greentree, and asked to see 
Head and J. B. ter, a half-brother of 
Head. Dr. Duncan was received at the 
conmmisssary quarters by D. L. Dinford, a 
negro servant. McCowan was in 
the office at the time, and was suspicious 
of Dr. Duncan’s actions. The physician 
sat in the corner of the office with his 
right hand in his pocket, and was appar- 
ently in deep thought. It is now believed 
that he intended to kill Head when the lat- 
ter entered the office. 

Head and Carter came in and Dr. Dun- 
can’s mood seemed to pass and he talked 
freely to Head. The latter thought that he 
was merely making a visit here, and as Dr. 
Duncan and he were old friends the doctor 
had hunted him up. Later in the evening 
Dr. Duncan said that he wanted to go 
hore and he thought that he would start 
for the sity. Head told him there was 
room in the camp for him and invited him 
to remuin there for the night 

Dr. Durcan declined this invitation and 
asked Head to accompany him to a point 
where he could take the car to the city. 
Hiead agreed to do this and the two left 
the camp. H. E. Tribon, with N. Davis, 
N. N. Warren and D. L. Dinford, saw the 
nen leave the place. They said yesterday 
afternyuon there was nothing about Dr. 
Duncan's appearance or action to rouse 
suspicion. 


Head Deflected 

Pistol Bullet. 

According to the story told by Head 
when he returned to the camp, he and the 
physician were walking along the road 
talking about things in general at home. 
When they reached a secluded spot Dr. 
Duncan drew a revolver and pointed it at 
Head’s heart. Head said that he was so 
surprised at his friend's action that he 
threv up his right arm and knocked the 
muzzle of the revolver upward. The bullet 
entered his left cheek, and passing through 
ae Opes lodged in the left side of his

The ball plowed through nerves and 
cords in the throat, leaving it in a terrible 
condition. The effect of the shot knocked 
Head down. Dr. Duncan ran toward the 
street car tracks. Head attempted to get 
up several times, but was unable to do So.

STORY IMPRESSES OFFICIALS 


Since Conviction on Murder Charge, 14 
Years Ago, Family Has Toiled 
to Free Hi

WASHINGTON, Oct, %.—Dora Martin, 
18 years old, from Yell County, Ark., is in 
Washington trying to get a pardon for her 
father, “Joe’’ Martin, who is serving a 
term in the penitentiary at Columbus, O., 
for killing Ernest Adams, 14 years ago. 
During the long years the father has 
been in prison, the family have worked 
hard on the farm and have saved every 
penny for the sole purpose of sending some 
one to the national capital to plead the 


cause of their father. They have deprived 
themselves of suflicient ciothing and the 
Children of educatiom, all for his sake. 

“I left home last July,”’ said Miss Mar- 
tin today. “I had never been on a railroad 
train before. I went to Columbus and saw 
papa in the penitentiary. He had not seen 
me since I was 4 years old. I did not 
know him, nor did he know me. 

“I never went to school in my life, but I 
just thought I would come to Washington 
anyway and see the attorney-general and 
the President and get them to grant the 
pardon. I have been here ten days and I 
have been at the department of justice 
ever wey, The papers have been sent to 
the President and I expect he will sign 
them Monday.”’ 

The officials at the department of justice 

were impressed with the candor of the 
country girl and with her pathetic story, 
and it is believed that a favorable recom- 
mendation was made for the pardon. 
A quarel over a watermelon was the in- 
direct cause of the killing. Martin says 
Adams tried to kil‘ him with a rifle and 
that during the scuffle Adams was shot. 

Adams ran off and was never seen again 
and the supposition was that he died from 
his wounds. .

Much of the Mullah's wealth consists of 
herds of camels and flocks of sheep and 
foats, and it is the idea of striking and de- 
stroying these that the expedition will have 
in mind. Army officers believe the Mullah 
and followers will always be found near 
the grazing grounds of these herds. 

Before any effective work can be done, 
the force must cross a strip of waterless 
desert known as The Haud, 200 miles in 
breadth. Except at the coast, no food sup- 
plies other than meat can be obtained, 

The only method of transportation for 
sipplies, arnmmunition and military stores 
is by camels. 

The reute includes a climb from the 
coast to a vast iniand plateau some 6000 
feet above the sea level. In organizing 
his expedition, Col. Swayne established an 
advanced base 70 miles from Berbera, the 
capital of British Somalll, and used a 
trained levy of natives as porters. 

The Somali is endowed with wonderful 
powers of endurance, resembling, in some 
respects, a camel. He can make forced 
marches of 3%) or 40 miles a day. carrying 
his pack, without fear of breaking down 
and this after being deprived two days of 
water. 

The Small pony resembles his master in 
this respect. He can go for 40 or 50 miles 
a day, requires only to be grazed at night 
on what he can pick up and can do with- 
out water for three or four days. The 
Small natives on a march of 70 miles start 
with but four pounds of dates per man and 
a quart of water. That {ts their ration. 
On a longer march they take take two 
pounds of dates and a pint of water for 
each day 

It is estimated it will require at least 
a month before Gen. Manning can org.in- 
ize his force sufficiently to start on the 
expedition.

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THE ST. ALBANS WATER SCHEME. 


The St. Albans scheme to provide a supply of pure and clear 
water is pronounced “ideal, if practicable.’’ 

Ideals are always clogged with an “‘if’’ of some sort. 

It is proposed to filter Missouri river water through a bed of 
sandstone which stretches 2000 feet parallel to the river, rising, 
clifflike, 180 feet above the water level and descending # feet 
below. It is claimed that 200,000,000 gallons a day can be drawn 
through this natural filter and held in a reservoir situated 1000 
feet from the river. The daily consumption of the city at pres- 
ent is 80,000,000 gallons. 

The “if’’ resolves itself into two questions, stated in Friday's 
Post-Dispatch: 

“(1) Assuming that the sandstone will act as a perfect filter, 
would the quantity of water be sufficient?’ That is, fs the esti- 
mate of 200,900,000 or even 100,000,000 gallons dally correct? 

(2) Conceding that the water supply is ample, would it per- 
colate the stone with sufficient rapidity to keep the reservoirs 
constantly filled? Would there not be danger of the sedimen- 


the water's flow?” That is, conceding the sufficiency of the flow 
in the beginning, how long would it last—a month, a year, 10 
years, a century? The flow is all one way. It is claimed that a 
counter flow is needed to keep such filters from clogging. If #0, 
where is the counter pressure to be obtained, and how ie it to be 
applied? 

The “If’ is large and discouraging. 

The scheme is hypothetical on all sides. There are no facts to 
justify either—‘‘yes"’ or “no.” It is a subject for disinterested, 
éxpert scientific inquiry. And be it remembered, the scientific 
questions answered, there is the financial problem, which is 
equally important, to be dealt with.

Mingling with the crowd of immigrants 
who had successfully passed examination, 
the three adventurers passed down the 
stairway leading to the “‘New York room,” 
eluding another inspector. They boarded 
the ferryboat, landed at the Battery, it is 
assumed, and hid themselves in New York.
